The  FIRST  TROPHY  WAS  THE  HaRT  PRESENTED  BY  DOCTOR  DavID  h. .      HaRT,  FATHER  OF 

Cecil  Hart  who  coached  the  Canadiens  for  many  years.   This  trophy  presented  in 

1925  FOR  the  player  MOST  VALUABLE  TO  HIS  TEAM  WAS  FIRST  WON  BY  FrANK  NIGHBOR,  THE 
GREAT  HOOK-CHECK  SPECIALIST  OF  THE  OTTAWA  SENATORS.    ThE  TROPHY 'WAS  WON  THE  MOST 

OFTEN  BY  Eddie,  the  rockem-rockem  defenseman  of  the  Boston  Bruins  who  won  it 

4  times.   Three  goalies  have  won  it  they  being  Roy  j'Vorters  of  the  New  York  /Americans, 

Chuck  Rayner  of  the  New  York  Rangers  and  ml  Rollins  of  the  Chicago  Black  Hawks. 

In  1956*  IT  WAS  won  by  Jean  Beliveau  of  the  Montreal  Canadiens. 

The  next  trophy  was  the  lady  Byng  presented  for  the  1924-25  season  by  the  wife 
OF  Lord  Byng  at  that  time  Governor-General  of  Canada  for  the  player  showing  the 

most  GENTLEMANY  and  SHORTSMANLl KE  CONDUCT.    FrANK  NIGHBOR  WAS  ALSO  THE  FIRST 

WINNER  OF  THIS  TROPHY  AND  IN  1928,  FrANK  BoUCHLR  OF  THE  NeW  YORK  RAiMGERS  BEGAN 

HIS  AMAZING  STRING  OF  WINNING  THE  TROPHY  7  TIMES  IN  8  YEARS.    The  SEQUEMCE  BREAKER 

WAS  Joe  Primeau  who  won  it  in  1952.   In  I956,  the  N.H.L.  officials  decided  Boucher 
should  get  permanent  possession  of  the  trophy  and  the  new  trophy  was  first  won  by 
"Doc"  Ronner  of  Chicago.   Bobby  Bauer  of  Boston  and  Red  Kelly  of  Detroit  have  won
